Cut for First Time; 
Ship Gold to Holland

Copenhagen, June 29!—For the first

gold reserve, being 76,000 marks be- 
low the preceding week. Gold depos- 
its for a long time have been steadily 
declining, despite 'appeals to contri- 
bute Jewelry, due to heavy purchases 
abroad. The increase of the gold re- 
serve has long since ceased to keep 
pace with the increase in note circu- 
lation. The banks several weeks ago 
were compelled to abandon the' old 
legal basis of gold and silver covering 
paper circulation and supplement me- 
tallic covering by reckoning commer- 
cial paper to make up one-third cover. 
Receive German Gold.

In Compromise Peace 


Glasgow, June 29.—In discussing the 
question 
of- peace 
today, Premier 
Lloyd George said 
that if the war 
should be concluded a single hour be- 
fore the allied powers reached the 
end they set out to attain at the be- 
ginning of the war, it would be the 
greatest disaster 
that 
ever 
befel) 
mankind. 
"In my judgment," said the premier, 
"this war will end when allied powers 
have reached the end they set out to 
attain, when they accepted the chal- 
lenge thrown down by Germany to 
civilization. Then this war ought to 
come to an end, but If it comes to an 
end a single hour before, it will be 
the greatest disaster that ever befell 
mankind. 
"1 hear people say that Germany is 
ready to give us a satisfactory peace. 
No doubt, you can have peace now at 
a certain price, for no doubt Germany 
wants peace, but It is a peace which 
would give her economic and other 
control over countries she has In- 
vaded." 
"Russia will regain her 
strength 
with a bound and become mightier 
and more formidable tiran ever," 
Lloyd George continued. "Although 
these distractions had the effect of 
postponing complete victory, they 
made victory more aure than ever, 
more complete than ever, and what 
is more important, they made surer 
than ever, the quality of victory."

RATHER THAN HANG

Salt Lake 
City, Utah, June 29.— 
Howard De-.^Veese, sentenced to death 
for the slaying of his wife last Sep- 
tember has chosen to be shot rather 
than hanged at the law's hands, July 
6. He is resigned to his fate and says 
he hopes that :no steps will be taken 
to sain a new trial or a reprieve. 
The laws of Utah provide .that a 
person sentenced to death may choose 
the way to die. Betore deciding upon 
•being shot, 'De Weese asked a prison 
guard questions relative to the cali- 
bre of the bullets, stating that he did 
not want the marksmen to "play with 
him but to make death instantaneous. 
De Weese eloped with the wife of 
Harry W. Fisher, haberdasher, from I 
New "iork.

ENGLISHMEN GATHER 


TO TALK ABOUT IT 


Folkesetone. Bug., June 29.—After 
the Germai. aeoplanes finished bomb- 
in.g this town, in the- raid which killed 
severity-four the survivors gathered 
in kcts'-at' the streent corners and 
told each, other about It. It was, just 
like ihe aftermath of "experiencea;> 
occurring In any American town after 
the tornado has wiped out Main street. 
A theatrical manager producing a 
musical show had his "beauty f;!io- 
rus" lined up. to rehearse a big "num- 
ber.". The familiar sound 01 bouios 
sent 'the girls into panic. With their 
Ekirtri pined above their knees they 
flew for the single stage exit. 
In tmie to prevent a serious stam- 
pede the manager blocked the door, 
lined no the girls and marched them 
to the lawn of a public square; 
"Ije flat on the grass," he ordered. 
"Keep calm. If you're going to be' 
hit by a bomb you can't dodge it but 
the bricks won't find you out here." 
The feirls obeyed, while 
explosives 
crashed around them. The show had 
no casualties, though bombs tore up 
nearby streets. 
• - . - 
In a busy street an ex-sergeant, vet- 
eran of raids at the front, took com- 
mand o£ the crowd. He commanded 
everyone to lie down in the 'middle of 
the street. Then, ihe -patrolled the 
block 
to 
enforce 
his commands. 
Bombs struck all around but most of 
the people escaped injury.. 
The manager of a 
neighborhood 
store told of waiting on four little girls 
just before the raid. The moment 
they Ktepped outside a bomb roared 
in tiic middle of the pavement, kill- 
ing them all. • The store manager, 
uninjured, rushed out and 
carried 
them into his store. One dead child 
still hugged her packages of grocer- 
ies.Hearing the first bomb a 
block 
away, a butcher grabbed a woman 
customer around the waist and rushed 
her into the vault. . Ten minutes later 
ra the jumbled 
wreckage 
of 
the 
butcher shop she was thanking the 
butcher for saving her life. 
One German was injured, probably 
fatally. He had lived in town twenty- 
five years and had many friends there. 
Soliiiers showed more "war sense" 


arid less recklesriess than the. civili- 
ans. Almost to a man they flopped 
theniselv.es, flat wherever they hap- 
pened to be and thus escaped showers 
of deadly fragments cast up by im- 
pact, bombs.
